People so cruel as to bring back 
Aimee’s gray hairs with an encore would think noth- 
ing of guying the ancient and honorable Modjeska, or 
making light of that 80-ton gun of the modern stage, 
Fanny Janauschek. Queer folks these Boston people, 
anyhow. 


J. H. Hitt, the talented manager who made 
a fortune out of Den Thompson and Joshua Whitcomb 
to spend it in a very large measure on booming 
Margaret Mather, is a very enterprising and _ in- 
genious man. People who don't like him—and 
there are a few surly fellows who don’t—say that 
when he isn't piloting Margaret Mather round the 
country, Ill basies himself in the management of a 
gents’ furnishing store in Chicago. .f 80, he must 
write the best advertising cards in the business, for his 
pufs of Margaret Mather are wonderfully ingenious, 
Miss Mather, for instance, is well known, and used to 
be highly thought of by certain outchers in Washing- 
ton Market. One of them, in fact, put the young lady 
on the stage. This is how the gifted Hill alludes to 
that event: “The brief but brilliant and interesting 
eareer of this young artiste is almost a romance. Her 
present manager discovered the jewel of genius ob- 
secured in the shadows of private life.” When Wash- 
ington Market reads this there won’t bea pound of 
meat on the hooks that won't shake with laughter.

THE favorite theatrical axiom of “trying it on 
a dog,’’ will soon be an exploded fraud. From all 
sices accounts are pouring in ofa rebellion among the 
“dogs.’’ One night stands are not going to be sub- 
jected, if they can helpit,to the experiments of one 
troupe of queer fakirs afier anothcr. They have the 
same inalienable righis to life, liberty and the pur- 
suit of happines-as other and larger communities, and 
they feel that they have been put upon a little too 
long. Bradford, Pennsylvania, is a favorite “dog” 
town. Ithas put up with more insolent and outrace- 
ous incompetency than any otherpublic in America. 
The vilest fly-by-night shows have made their first 
“stand” in Bradfurd, and there isn’ta Bradtordite who 
can’t tellthe most blood-curdling tales of the sufter- 
ings and distress he has been subjected to by swind- 
ling managers. Hervafter, however, these tirds of 
prey will have to give Bradford a wide berth, for the 
owners of the halls have been threatened with a can- 
ccllation of their licenses if they give’ dates to fraudu- 
icnt shows, while a secret society has been recently 
orzanized to rail-ride ‘“fakirs” out of town, with the 
usual tar-and-feather accompaniment.

THE POLICE GAZETTE predicted, at the begin- 
ning of the present season, that 1t would be a very try- 
ing and fatal one to the theatrical profession.

More actors have died since the sex- 
son began than in any corresponding period, and more 
combinations have come to gricf during the past six 
weeks than perished during any other six consecutive 
weeks that have elapsed since the public began to pay 
for being fooled. But thisis notall. A new idea has 
dawned in the -profession—the right of the agent to 
settle up with his manager by killing him. Twice 
already, down South, this excellent principle has been 
put into practice, and two managers bave already bit- 
ten the dust at the hands of their employees. Assoon 
as all the agents now on the road have shot, stabbed 
or poisoned all the managers, and hve, in laudable 
consequence, been hanged for it, nothing will remain 
standing between the average actor and the wild but 
accurate justice of Judge Lynch. The spectacle of all 
the telegraph poles in the country festooned with 
swinging actors will be one of the most exhilarating 
features of next season’s railroad travel. Once purged 
of these pests, socicty will next ccnvert every theatre 
in the country iuto a hospital or a morgtc, and breathe 
more freely a:ain. The man who would go bail for an 
actor, by the way, is as haid to find asthe tiny atom 
which creates cholera. 


“Duty” is the name of the play by P. ofessor De 
Mille, of the Madison Square theatre staff of nincom- 
poops which isto succeedthe “The Rajah,’ Its plot 
is simply charming, and marks it as one of the finest 
and sweetest specimensimaginable of what the Mal- 
lory-Frohman crowd call; “the domestic drama.” 
Mamie Grecn is the dauguter of an old farmer, John 
Green. Dick Brown tst!:e eldest son ofan English 
lord, Earl Brown. Peter Robinson isa wicked law- 
yer, who loves Mamie Green and is, in turn, beloved 
by Sadie Jones, the daughter of Dr. Jones. In her 
mother, Mrs. Jones, the stage wi!l be enriched by a new 
character—an old garrulous lady who confounds words 
and speaks of “the beehive of destruction,” ‘“‘the bull- 


‘pens of society,” for “besom” and “bulwarks,’’ re- 


spectively. Dr. Mallory declares it is the funni- 
est conception he ever heard of in a play. Dick 
Brown, in the play for two acts abstains from prc- 
posing to Mamie on the ground tbat she has 
false teeth—a base calumny invented by lawycr 
Robinson, who checks the erdor of her love for Brown 
by telling her, on the other hand. thatthe young earl 
has a glass eye, which he keeps in a tumbler of water 
over night. The Mallorys are a little feariul that this 
is not quite moral, but have consented to it at Dan 
Frohman’s urgent request. he having threatened, in 
fact, that ifthey “kick”? hc will throw off all disguise 
and openly call it ‘Fro: nan’s Madison Square the- 
atre.”” In the fifth act Mamic, having been informed 
by her father that it is her duty to marry Dick Brown 
on account of his great expectations, reluctantly but 
dutifully yields, and, in return, is rewarded .by finding 
that the glass eye is really the property ot the lawyer 
who, in a moment of drunken triumph, thoughtlessly 
takes it out and puts it in a glass of whiskey. To this 
incident the Mallorys also objected, on the ground 
that it necessitated the use of ardent spirits 
on their staze. But Dan Frohman pointed out 
that in the first place cold tea would do just as 
well, and that the sight of a glass eye in a drink 
of whiskey would be apt to turn the stomach of 
the most hardened drinker. But not only is the 
glass eye finally and happily traced to the wrecked 
lawyer, he is further shown to be the possessor like- 
wise of false teeth. Nothing, then, obstructing the 
marriage of the lovers, and the repentance of the 
lawyer in the lust scene earns for him the hand ot 
Sadie Jones, who has a glass eye and false teeth also, 
but 1n an opposite socket and jaw to those of the law- 
yer. Th Frohmans are in ecstacics over the exquisite 
idyllic delicacy ot the treatment, and the pathos and 
Originality of the subject.

It is on account of this pecu iarity that the Hun- 
garian restaurants are deservedly ~-, ular with the 
bon-ton who get for 73 cents a bead, « dinner which in 
elaborateness of title If fh nothing clse puts even the 
ingenuity of DelmoGnico’s chef to the blush. 

On this occasion, however, I did not patronize the 
gars @hote but bo!dly and extravagantly went in for 
a “cooked to order’ repast. Jt doesn’t much matter 
what I had—tor these details are comparatively unin- 
terestinzg—but as I sat sipping that delicicus Hun- 
garian equivalent for sour cider, slamjanyanbowlf? (at 
20 cents a pint, 
of colic wittfeach pint), I became conscious of the 
presence, at a neighboring table, of a very pretty girl 
with a wealth of blonde hair, bright, expressive blue 
eyes gnd a.deliciously plump and rounded figure.

The Desperate Battle that Resulted in the Capture 
of one of the Notorious Fennsylvania Banditti. 





{Subject of Lllustration. | 
A desperate battle with outlaws took place at the 


| foot of the Welsh Mountains, near Lincoln, Lancaster 


county, on the morning of Nov. &, which resulted in 
the serious wounding of three men aud the capture of 
one of the gang. On one side were the notorious Abe 
Buzzard and his men, while on the other were the 
outraged citizens and constabulary of the quiet towns 
of Ephrata and Lincoln, in the hills of which the 
bandit and bis men have been hiding ever since their 
escape from Lancaster j-:il. 

Abe Buzzard and Jolin Clifford were serving long 
termsinthe Lancaster jail, and with the notorious 
thiefand jailbreaker, Frank Ford, and mine others, 
escaped six weeks ago. Several of thein went inio 
New York State, and one of them, Alex. Leaman, was 
captured near Coboes by detective Mooney, who {ol- 
lowed him from New York city. Buzzard, Gifford and 
a few others remained in the Epbtrata hills, having 
fitted up c den among the rocks. At night they cume 
down from their tastness, and for the past three 
weeks their operations have been very bold, robving 
stores, stealing horses and plundering farm houses, 

The people became alarmed at the nightly robberies, 
and when it was learned that A. B. Holiinger’s store 
at Lincoln had been robbed,and avout #409 worth of 
goods carried off, the villagers and neighboring farm 
ers determined to organize and proceed in a body 
after the outlaws. 

They armed themselves with shotgunsand revolv- 
ers, and, under the command of A. B. Hollinger and 
E. F. Burd, of Lincoln, started in hot pursuit. After 
going some five miles they saw Buzzard and Clifford 
in the bush and ordered them to surrender They 
were about fifty yardsaway. Buzzard yelled ‘*Never,” 
and be and Clifford fired on their pursuers and then 
ran. Hollinger and Burd and their men returned the 
fire and continued the case firing asthey ran. Buz- 
zard and Clifford reloaded their pistols and re:urned 
the fire. Suddenly Buzzard slightly halted and limped 
tor a few strides, and it was evident that he had been 
wounded. An‘ther volley was poured into the re 
treating outlaws and Clifford was wounded. 

Thetwo kept well together, and the running fight 
continued for several miles, until finelly Clifford told 
Buzzard he could go no further as he was too badly 
shot. Buzzard then turned and fired on his pursuers a 
final volicy, and Burd fc!] badly wounded. Buzzard 
then rushed inte the hilis, bleeding at every stride. 
Clifford sank tothe ground and surrendered, When 
the posse came up he said 

“I’ve got to give in: T can go no further.” 

The chase was then given up. It was feared Buz- 
zard would kill a number mote if they continued on. 
Both wounded men were taken back to Ephrata amid 
the greatest excitement, and when it was known that 
Burd had been badly wounded, another armec 
started after the outlaw, who by this tlme bad meta 
number of his gang, who assisted their wounded ledder 
to their den. 

Burd was shot in the tace and arm. Two teeth were 
knocked out, and one small bullet centered his chin. 
Clifford was wounded in the side. When captured he 
had on an overcoat stolen from IHollinger’s store. He 
was sent to the Lancaster prison and locked up in an 
ironcell. He refused to say anything concerning his 
pals, but he remarked that Bizzard was deterinined 
to fight to the Jeath. A lot of plunder was picked up 
on the trail of the fight. It is believed that Frank 
ford is in the same hills hiding with the gang. 

The backwoods people are terrified, and the local 
constabulary powerless. Buzzard is one of six broth- 
ers, allo! whom have been in jail, and all were in the 
Lancaster prison at one and the sa:;me time for bur- 
glary. Clifford had been serving a five years’ sentence 
of solitary confinement at hard labor for burglary. 

A report was received here toenight that Buzzard had 
been captured. together with two others, but this is 
hardly probable. The search will be continued to- 
morrow, and it 1s likely the outlaw and his men will 
be run down. 

The mountain is now filled with bands of citizens in 
search of Buzzard,ana they freel; declare he shall not be 
taken backto jail, but thet they will summarily lynch 
him. Those that know his desperate character and that 
ot his associates intrenched among tie caves and 
rocks of their present hiding places, apprehend bloody 
work when the fugitives are again brought to bay, 
Clifford was taken tothe office of the county ’squire, 
where he was quickly identified by the chief ot 
the Lancaster police, who happened to be gunning in 
the neighbornvod. Le was very sociable, and talked 
freely of the escape from jail and the movements ot 
the gang since. {Ie hasbeen in Pittsburg, Cincinnati 
and New York and doubtless was in Leaman’s com 
pany when the latter was recaptured in Coboes the 
other day. He said he had not assisted in the robbery 
ot Hollinger’s store but nelped to bide the goods, and 
directed the party to aneighboring schoolhcuse, in the 
attic of which two bags of the plunder were found 
and to a stone pile near Buzzard's hous2, where more 
goods were hidden.

The citizens ot New York and the whole countr7 has 
suffered a great loss by the death of itie eminent law: 
yer, District Attorney John McKeon, who died sud- 
denly at his residence, No. 44 West Thirty-seventh 
street, on Thursday, Nov. 22. 

Mr. McKeon was born in this city 79 years ago, and 
has never resided elsewhere. He graduated from 
Columbia College at an early age, and subsequently 
entered the law office of John L. Mason. He served 
his first term in Congress trom Dec. 7, 1835, to March 3, 
1837. Hesought a re-ec.ection and was defeated, but 
two years later he came tothe front again, and was 
successful, serving from May 31, 1841, to March 3. 1843. 
This ended bis Congressional career, though he 
worked hard for a re-election. In 1850 he accepted the 
nemination for D‘strici 
county, and was elected. In 1853 President Pierce 
made him United States Attorney for the Southern 
District of N vew York.

Three Masked Men Extort a Miser’s Hoard by 
Terribly Torturing Him. 





A horrible case of cruelty has thrown a large portion 
of Colorado into a siate of excitement. It occurred a 
fortnigbt ago. about two miles from Littleton, and 
southeast of the main road from that place to Denver, 
The victim was a Swede, named Ole Ostenson, an old 
man, said to be of very miserly habits, who has lived 
alune in a very obscure spot tor several years back, 
and has been generally believed to be worth a large 
ainount of money.

The Hanging of John Chisholm at Newark, 
N. J.

John Chisholm was hanged for wire murcer in the 
Essex county prison, Newark, at 16 minutes after 10 
o'clock on ‘Thursday, Nov. 22. 

‘Probably no condemned man ever passed !5 last 
night on earth with more equanimity thay Chisholm 
dil. He greeted pleasantly Constable Moses Osborn and 
Isaac Wood, who kept the final watch with ‘him. 
Father Toomey left the prison about 11 o'clock 
after an hour’s conversation with the condemned 
on religious matters and in devotional exercises. 
After tae priest departed the condemned man 
talked treely with his guards. He _ referred 
feelinzgly to his children, -who ‘would’ be 
orpbans before noon,’ and expressed the hope that 
they would find friends in their way through “the 
world even 1f their father was a murderer, - 

Chisholm, whe had been often in jail for threatening 
the lite of bis wifeand mother-in-law, shot and killed 
his wite, who was living apart-from him, on the 23d of 
last. June. while she was sitting bya window of her 
mother’s house at No 103 Boyden street, Newark. -fié 
eutered the door yard cfthe house and ‘asked his wife 
why she had got out a warrant -for his arrest’ for 
abandonment. She -toid him to go away and nut 
make trouble whereupon he fired, the ‘ball entering 
her mouth and coming out at the back of her neck. 
She lived but a few minutes after receiving the 
wound.

Biind and Aged Gerrit Maybee also 
Nearly Killed by the Ruthless. As- 
sassin-- Wholesale Arrests. 


(With Wlustrations and Portraits. | 

The great sensation of the last ten days has deen the 
terrivle and mysterious double murder of Mrs. Lydia 
M:aybee and her daughter, Annie E. onthe evening 
ot the 17th inst., at Brook ville, Queens county, L. I. 

Brookville is a httle hamlet belonging to the town- 
ship of Oyster Buy. A road crossvs the North Side 
turnpike, running north and south. The hamlet ex- 
ten is along north of the four corners for half a mnile. 
The Brookville road runs along between very low 
hills. About a quarter of a mile from the coruer there 
is a neat white board fence on the right (east) side of 
the road for 15 rods, with corners that round in at a 
hand gate. The yard is tull of trees of various kinds, 
including evergreens, apple trees, an aspen, and sev- 
eral other ornamental shade trees. In various places 
are flower beds. Directly in front of the small gate 
and ten rods back from the road stands the house of 
Mr. Gerrit Maybee. It is atwo-story frame building, 
painted light olive green. It is in the form of an L. 

By a. window in the southwest ‘corner of the sitting 
room, Saturday afternoon, the 17th, Mr. Gerrit Maybee 
was sitting in acomfortable armchair. IIc is 63 years 
old, and has beev paralyzed in his lower limbs for tour- 
tecn years, and blind for almost as long. At 4 o’clock 
his wife entered-the sitting room from the kitchen, and 
told him she was going out tothe barn tomilk. The 
daughter Annie, as she was called, was preparing sup- 
per in the kitchen when Mrs. Maybee went out the 
rear door of the kitchen with two pails in her band. 
Half of three-quarters of an Hout later Annie went ine 
to the sitting room. 

“she was verty attentive to me,” said her father, 
subsequently, to a POLICE GAZETTE reporter. ‘She 
never went out without speaking to me first. She 
said * ‘Father, I am going out to the barn to mix some 
feed for the chickens. I will come back in a few 
minutes.’ Itold her not to be gone long, and she 
walked out. After a short time she returned and 
asked me if mother had gone tothe barn to milk. I 
told her she had. Then she said: 

‘**T guess she didn’t. I found the pailson the meal 
chest, but when I called her she didi not answer. I 
could not see her anywhere.’ 

“Annie carried a lantern. I told her she must he 
mistaken, and that she should go out again and call 
her. Shedid so. She was gone so long that I began 
to wonder why she was detained. How long I do not 
know, but after a while I heard a footstep pass through 
the dining room from the kitchen into tie hall. It 
sounded like some one walking without shoes. I 
thought that very strange, for my wife and Annie 
wore heavy shoes. I said: 

“*Who’s there” 

“A voice as ofa man trying to imitate a woman’s 
voice answered, Me.’ 

““Who’s me?’ “I said. There was no answer. The 
footsteps went up the hall and into my bedroom, di- 
rectly over me; Then I raised*up in my chair and 
pounded on the floor with my cane as loud asI could, 
and cried ‘Help! Help!’ as loud es I could. Directly 
the sound of the steps was heard rushing down the 
stairs and into the sitting room. He closed the door, 
and [ said, ‘What do you want?’ Hesaid: 

“*T want your watch.’ 

“-T haven’t got any.’ _ 

“*Where is that gold watch you have carried tor the 
past two years? 1 want it, and if you don't give it to 
me I’}1 ki}l you.’ 

“Then he came up to me, and, placing his hands on 
my shoulders, felt along down each side of my body. 
I was helpless. I said to him: 

“*T haven’t it bere: it is up.stairs. If you ont it 
you will have to go up and get it.” I can’t get it.’ 

“He left then, and went out into the hall and started 
up the stairs, and I shouted for help as loud as I could. 
He came jumping back, and said, in adéterminced way, 
that it I did not keep still he would kill me before he 
got the watch. I kept still then till I heard him up 
stairs again, and then I shouted as loud as I could, 
He came down soon, and again threatened me, so I: 
kept quiet till he was in the hall, and I supposed he 
was going away. Then I redoubled my efforts. He at 
once returned, and struck me, I th: nk, four fimes over 
the head with something like aclub. I was knocked 
on to the floor, and I fainted. How soon I was able to 
get up and reach the window I do not know.” 

Israel Baxter, isa wheelwright in the employ of A. 
J. Remsen, who owns a wagon repair shop and a 
blacksmith shop a quarter of a mile north of the home 
ot Gerrit Maybee. He lives ina trame cottage directly 
opposite -Mr. Maybee’s.” Frank Smith is Remsen’'s 
blacksmith, and lives near the turnpike. When Bax- 
ter dnd“ Snuth quit work on Saturday evening they 
went into Remsen’s house and ate supper. . Then'‘they 
started south ating the road toward their homes. It 
was about: half past 6 o’clock when they neared the 
gate at Baxter’s hume. It was very dark. Looking 
toward Maybee’s they saw through the trees the faint 
glow of the coal fire 1n the sitting room, and nothing 


else, As they went on they heard some one shout up . 


at Maytiee’s.~It sounded like “Murder!” It was of 
such a Hature that Mr Baxter dropped a basket. he 
was carrying. They ee to listen, and then they 
heard the cry again: f 
“Murder! Murder! Oh, is ‘there no one to help?” . 
It was the véice of old Mr. Mr. Mf: ly bee.” 
“What is the matter?” shouted Mr,, Baxter. . 
“Iam mardered, and I fear. my Wife and child are. 
Run—go tothe barn. They-are ‘thgré, Help! elp?” 
They ran into the yard. Jonn and Sarah McQueen - 
live next north of Mr. Baxter. They lieard the erfes 
also. Mr McQueen was.sick ‘in bed; but his wife ran 
into the rodd to offer any help she could. Baxter and 
Smith ran up tothe portico and asked Mr. Maybee if 
his assailants had gone. He told them he did not 
know. - As'they were- unarmed, they thoagnt best not 
to search until -frore help was obtained. Mr. Baxter 
ran down to the road and sent Mis. McQueen to 
arouse part of the neighborhood, while he went to 
ciherss Mr. Edward Tappan ceme along and assisted. 
In three minutes Brookville was wild with excite-

with guns, pistols and knives. When William Rem- 
sen reached’ the house he headed the gang that 
started in. 
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“T walked intothe hall and opened the door of the 
sitting room,” be said yesterday. “You cannot im- 
agine the terrors of the scene by the faint light of the

asked him what was the matter, but he was thinking 
of his wife and daughter, and urged us to go to the barn 
for them and leave him, saying that they were all 
murdered. Leaving the Rev. J. H. Smock and Israel 
Baxter to care for him, halfa dozen of us started for 
the barn. We passed out the front door and around to 
the north of the house to the roadway, which passes 
two rods north of the house and runs away to-the 
north and east, passing a large red grain bouse about 
eight rods trom the house. Two rods further on it 
passes through an opening ina picket fence and on 


over a bridge to the barn, which is twenty rods north ‘ 


of the house and at least sixteen from the road. The 
great sliding door was shoved back and we stepped in. 

“There was a lantern standing on the barn floor at 
the right side of the doorway. Onthe meal chest be- 
yond it stood two pails, one witbin the other. They 
were empty. At the right the cow stood in her stall, 


ana beyond her were empty stalls.. On the left the” 


family borse was standing. It whinnied as we walked 
in. Beyond it were two apparently empty stalls. Be- 
fore us, at the rear (north) site of the barn; was a pile 
of corntodder. Over head the hay was stored. We 
walked along the east side, peering into the sial) be- 
side the cow and into those heyond; by the aid of the 
lantern we saw nothing unusual. Then we crossed 
over. The two northerly stalls were partly filled with 
dvicd leaves, raked from the yard for use as bedding 
for the animals. Looking over a gate tothe centre 
stall, Mr. Jacob Fitting saw a woman’s apron partly. 
covered with the leaves. ILis exclamation brought the 
rest of us around him. 


“I brushed away the leaves, and there was the body: 


of Annie Maybee. She was lyingon her right side, 


her head toward the west, and her right arm stretched. 


out over the brown leaves, and her lett hanging over 


hersice. Her head was thrown back a little, and her’ 


hair had .fallen down and was mingling with the 
leaves behind her. Her right leg was drawn up 
slightly. She looked as if she was asleep. We felt ot 
her pulse and of her side over her heart. She was 
dead. Tier cheeks and body were still warm, Then 


we began to clear away the leaves in the turther stall, 


and there we found the mother, She was lying on her 
left side. Her limbs were all contracted and her 
mouth was open. Her head rested against the side of 
the barn. The leaves clung to her face when we tried 
to brush them away. It was horrifying.” 

The news of the murder created the most intense ex- 
citement all over the neighborhood, and soon hun- 
dreds of people from Glen Cove and Oyster Bay 
flocked to the spot. Mrs. Hester Simonson, wite of 
W. H. Simonson, a younger daughter, lives in Glen- 
head. She heard the terrible story, and hastened to 
her father. The neighbors flocked ih to render help. 
An examination of the bedroom, above the sitting 
room, was made. The lower drawer of a bureau had 
been opened, and $100 in bills and silver taken from a 
pocketbouk under the clothing in the right front 
corner. A gold open-faced lady’s watch, belonging to 
Mis. Maybec, with the initials.‘*L. M.” in:the case, had 
hung on a hook on the window frame at one side of the 
bureau. It was gone. Mr. Maybee’s. white-faced 
‘Tubias watch was taken from a small upper drawer of 
the bureau. A gold breastpin, with a black enamel 
cross, and a comeo pin, with the initials “L, M.” on it, 
were taken fror: the same drawer.. Nothing else was 
disturbed. 

The authorities entirely’ fost their headsin the mat- 
ter. The tew days following.the murder many arrests 
were made, unfortunate tramps being the principal 
sufferers. ‘These to the number of some half a dozen 
were locked up at Roslyn. Jamaica, or Long Island 
City, but owing to lack of evidence, were subsequently 
released as were also Mr. and Mrs. Lambertson, 
ncighbors of the Maybees, whom a “fresh: fly cop” ar- 
rested on suspicion. Curoner Bayliss,-of Oyster Bay, 
made a.tool of himself by subjecting one of .the pris- 
oners,a tramp named Doyle, tothe operation of re- 
eating in tbe presence of farmer Maybee, the words 
used by the murderer toward that person. 

Altogether $2,500 has been offered ‘for the apprehen- 
sion of the murderer, but there seems ljttle prospect 
of his ever falling into the hands oft thelaw, Our illus- 
trations on page 9 represent the scene, of-the murdcr, 
with portraits of the victims from sketches on the spot 
by our special artist.

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A DEATH STRUGGLE. 


The Justifiable Shooting of Patrick Brady by 
Policeman Ryan. 








{Subject of Illustration. | 

After making determined efforts (o evade capture, 
Patrick Brady, a desperate young thief, was shot dead 
in acanal boat at the foot of West Fortieth street, on 
Nov. 21. Policeman Charles J. Ryan, of the Twenty- 
second precinct, who killed Brady, declared that the 
shooting was accidental and that Brady was resisting 
arrest at the time. He had been trying to arrest Brady 
since Aug 14, when some clothing was stolen from the 
rooms of Jacob German, at No. 456 West Fortieth 
street. On the afternoon ofthat day Ryan saw a boy, 
Samuel Buckley, going along the street with a sus- 
picious bundle, and arrested him. The bundle con- 
tained a coat and a pair of trousers which had been 
stolen trom German’s rooms. Buckley said that the 
articles had been given to bim by Francis McMahon 
and Patrick Brady, wit. instructions to pawn them 
for $6. German said that a window of his rear room 
had been forced open by the thieves. An inmate of 
the house had seen a man go out of the front door with 
a bundle, after the robbery. The police thought the 
man was McMahon. 

Ryan learned from Buckley that Brady and -McMa- 
hon were to wait for the boy at the foot of Forty-fourth 
street, and he went to that place to arrest them. He 


‘found them without diffictlty and told them that they 


were prisoners. McMahon submitted to arrest, but 
Brady put bis hand into hjs pistol pocket and said: “If 
you attempt to take me I'll kill you.” © The officer.was 
unarmed, and he permitted Brady to escape. McMa- 
hon was not identifigd as the man who had feft Ger- 
man’s rooms afler the burglary, but he and Buckley 
were accused of complicity in the crime. They were 
paroled to give the police an opportunity to arrest 
Brady. 

About ‘six weeks afterward Policeman Ryan saw 
Brady on the top of a moving freight car in Eleverth 
avenue. Brady flourished a revolver and warned 
Ryan not to pursue him, The thief was not seen again 


by bis purser until the day of the shooting: Rsan™ 


gave tot apt. Killilea the following account of the pur- 


‘suit and shooting which followed the meeting: 


* About 10:30 A. M. Officer Cliftord and I were going 
down Eleventh avenue. At Forty-seventh street I 
saw Patrick Brady and Francis MzeMahon coming up 
the avenue, I called Clifford’s aitention totuem and 
told him that they were wanted for a burglary. As 
soon as they saw us they ran down the avenue to 
Fortyssixth street and through that street toward the 
North River. Brady jumpe: over the gas house fence 
and I followed him. The watchman in the gas house 
tried to stop him, but Brady broke away and jumped 
overboard. He was rescued by McMahon, who had 
gotintoarowboat. Clifiord and I ran up to the Forty- 
ninth street dock and borrowed a boat from Johu Mur- 
phy to go'afterthem. After rowing around the docks 
for some time we saw the boat which they had occu- 
pied. It was tied to a canat boat at the toot of Fortieth 
street. We boarded the canal boat anu inquired 
of the captain, John W. Edwards, if he had seen the 

fugitives, He denied having seenthem. Just then I 
saw McMahon coming out of the cabin. He ran down 
the stairs again. I called Clifford and we followed him 
down. Brady was drying bis clothes inthe cabin. He 
had on only his shirt, and he ranto hide under the 
cabin stairs. McMahon hidin one ot the bunks and 
Clifford went after him. I had drawn my revolver 
while going down-stairy, and I called on Brady to sur- 
render. He rushed at ‘me and seized both my hands 
In the struggle which followed my revolver was dis- 
charged and the bullet struck him in the breast, He 
fell on astool, Clifford and J carried him to the deck, 
where he-died in’ a few minutes. The shooting was 
accidental.” 

Brady was 22 years old. His parents. died several 
years ago, and he lived With his aunt, Mrs, McGreevy, 
in Weehawken. He becathe athiefat an early age, 
and also grew to be: a dangerous ftuffan. About two 
years ago he was caught stealing and was sent to the 
prison in Trenton, N.J. He was dismissed trom there 


last June. After committihg the burglary in Fortleth ' 


street, Bratly created a disturbance In a liquor store in 


lower Weéhawken, and beat the ‘proprietor, nearly 


killing him. The wife of the liquor dealer was ill in 
the house, and she was skocked so badly by the treat- 
ment of her husband that she was not expected to 
live. A warrant was obtained for Brady's arrest, and 
he was a fugitive trom New Jersey justice evbeu he 
was Kiiled, .

Horrible Experience of an Alleged or on 
Board a Merchantman. 





Soon after the bark Northern Light arrived in this 
port from South America, Thursday, Nov. 21, her 
master, Capt. Joshua Slocom, went to the office of the 
United States Marshal, and entere’ a ccmplaint 
agginst his second mate, Henry Arthur Slater, charg- 
ing bin with having fired on one of the sailorsand try- 
ing to get up a mutiny.

No Let Up in the Pugilistic Boom-- 
News from all Quarters. 


Lively Mills and Sparring Matches 
near New York and in the Great 
and Glorious West. 





The John L. Sullivan combination had a grand re- 
ception at Battery D Armory, Chicago, on the 16th 
inst. It was agrand turn out to welcome America’s 
chanipion, and every chair in the armory was occu- 
pied, and by 8 o'clock an audience of 9.000 had 
gathered. Those who came late were obliged to 
stand. ‘The standees numbered 4,800. The eclevated 
tiers of seats east of the “ring” held the choice spirits 
of the occasion. Among them were ‘Tommy Chandler, 
Alderman Appleton, Lute King-ley, Paddy Ryan, 
Chariey Lowery, Fred.

The boxing exhibition was opened by Steve Taylor 
and Mike Gillespie. Gillespie used his left hand well, 
but Taylor was too weighty tor him. The wind-up left 
Gillespie panting for wind and both good natured. 

William and Charles Sanders, of Chicago, then fa- 
vored the throng with ‘‘a brother act.’ Pete McCoy, 
the eleverest 140-lb pugilist in America, followed in a 
set-to with Slade. The latter was no match for 
McCoy, although he: exceeded Mac’s avoirdupois by 
some 60 Ibs. Capt. James Dalton and Thomas Ander- 
son, of Chicago, fibbed for 15 r-inutes. Dalton playcd 
with his opponent, and inthe third round skinned 
Anderson’s lel cheek witha sliding blow, the glove 
cutting the skin like a razor. When this set-to ended 
Anderson was on the floor. 

With a swidging- gait John L. Sullivan tramped 
down the centre aisle, followed by Steve Taylor. A 
ten thousand livdaatoe volume of cheers went up for 
the champidn. Viewed in the matter of bulk he is not 
in condition. He suggests the prize bullock, King 
David, in the-fat stock show, and should be trained 
down for his best work betore'a stone breaking 
machine. Mounting the platform he glided to his 
coriler with a step as soft as the wrapper on the prize 
merino sheep. He wore fleshings of pink, with a blue 
belt, white stockings and dark gaiters.. Taylor wore 
blueitights, azure hued stockings and kid shoes. From 
the ‘second the men were called to the scratch the 
“science” in the manly art found clever exposition. 
There is no ¢hHd@'s play about Sullivan’s sparring. His 


is asgharp stand-up fight, first, last, and all the time.’ 


Between the champion and ‘Taylor there was no “end 
hitting.’’. The punishment with the gloves was as se- 
vere ns any one could expect under & stipulation that 
there wags to be no “knocking out.” Sullivan forced 
the fightinggoward the end of the first round, and 
after he had landed-a few telegraph poles on Taylot’s 
neck \arid shoulders, Moran called time. 

In the second round Sullivan appeared te better ad- 
vantage. gHe averaged eight effective blows to four by 
Taylor, and was apparently prevented from punishing 
his adversary by the interposition of Moran, who or- 
dered:'the men to walk around. Sullivan’s superiority 
was agalirillustrated in the third round. Twice he laid 


his left-hand glove on Taylor’s neck with powerful’ 


effect, and staggering his man, both times “picking 
him up” again, as Sherman Thurston expressed it, by 
a leftjhanded reverse. Taylor improved one of these 
openings, after being thus “picked up,” ky countering 
on Sullivan’s mouth. The champion didn’t like it, 
and forced Taylor to the ropes just as Moran called 
time. | 

The fourth round was remarkable for heavy hitiing. 
The men weré well warmed, and Taylor rushied in 
gamely several times. Finally they clinched, then 
whirled, and when Sullivan got ready for action he 
could tasily have struek Taylor in the neck. and sent 
him over the ropes. The latter not only was without 
form dr guard of any kind, but he stood with his back 
to the champion’s battery. This closed the set-to. 
The audience applauded vigorously, and old sports de- 
clared that it had been the most exciting set-to with 
glovesever witnessed in the West. 

John L. Sullivan and Herbert A. Slade were an- 
nounced for the closing event of the evening. There 
was uothing shoulder bound about the event either. 
Slade, in‘order to make a creditable showing, was 
ooliged to reach after’ the Boston Boy with all bis 
might.. After several abortive attempts he “found” 
Sullivan’s nose. The champion was nettled. Jump- 
ing from the floor as if to leap over the Maori, he made 
a feint with his right, and as Slade ducked to dodge it, 
Sullivan's left described’a half circle and landed with 
the motion of an upper cut on the Maori’s under jaw. 
From this point, as Pat Sheedy expressed it to Yank 
Adams, he had the giant *‘paralyzed.”” When Sullivan 
went to his corner after the first round, the veteran 
sport, Sherman Thurston, unable to restrain his en- 
thusiasm, crowded to the ropes and took Sullivan 
warmly by the hand. 

In the second round Sullivan was in the air several 
limes. Ateach leap he would curve his arm over his 
opponen!’; head and come under with his left. He 
jumps viciously and hits hard. Moran called time as 
soon as it became evident that Sullivan's punishment 
ot Slade was becoming too severe to be strictly hippo- 
drome.

At Hunter’s Puinta@a place made famoasof late years 
by poolselling, dog and cock fighting, and other spo-t- 
ing eveets. was the scene of a ratuing prize or rather 
glove contest on Ncvember 17. The principals were 
Billy Mulhall, the boss nniddleweigat of Queens coun- 
tv, N. Y., and Billy Hussey, who comes from a scrap- 
ping tamily. The pugilists fousht according to ‘Police 
Gazette” rules, for $100. A large crowd of sporting men 
were present, having assembled to see Mulhall and 
Gus Heitner fight for $100. Mulhall had defeated 
Heitner before in-ten rounds, and this was to be a sort 
of return match, but Heitner refused to fight at the 
eleventh hour, and Hussey took bis place. In the 
first round both pugilists seemed to be afraid to ap-; 
proach each other, and, after considerable sparring 
which would have done credit to Sullivan or Mace,* 
Hussey got a left-hander on Mulhall’s right cheek.. 


Mulhall returned the blow with his right on Hussey’s‘ 


mouth, knocking him against the ropes. Hussey re- 
gained his feet in time to get a right-hander on Mul- 
hall’s nose, flooring him and getting first blood and 
first knock down. 

In the second round Mulhall’s eyes and nose showed 
eyidence of the force of Hussey’s blows. Mulhall was 
the first to lead off, getting a very neat right-hander 
on -Hussey’s forehead, the sound of which could be 
beard all over the large hall. Hussey clinched with 
Mulhall, and some severe thumping was given and re-: 
ceived on both sides, until the referee called out 
“draw,” when they pectic and retired to their 
corners. 

In the third round Hussey had the best of the fight- 
ing, and punished Mulhall terribly about the face, and 
finally fought him down. It was evident that Hussey 
would win, as Mulhall was hoisting signals of distress. 

In the fifth round, when time was called, Hussey 
was the first to come to the scratch, and his opponent 
reluctantly followed. He fought wildly. receiving all 
the punishment until a sledge-hammer blow on his 
lett jaw again brought him to the dust. Here he re 
mained until assisted to a room nearby, where he was’ 
attended by a physician. 

Hussey was declared the winner in twenty minutes: 
When the vanquished man reached his home at 
Hunter's Point, he presented a horrible appearance. 
His nose is three times its natural size and his face is 
terribly scratched. Hussey escaped with a few marks.

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A FIEND'S LIGHT SENTENCE, 


The Author of Four Bloody Murders Polished off 
with a Mere Life Sentence. . 





A tew months ago two negroes named Harrison 
Thomas and Charles Belford obtained employment

knock-out of one of the contestants inside of four ar Apalachicola, Fla., as choppers in the lumber 


camp of Jesse Boynton. Boynton left the camp for a 
few days, and when he returned Belford was missing. 
Thomas professed ignorance as to his whereabouts. A 
few weeks later a bleached skeleton was discovered in 
asmall pond near thecamp. It was identified as that 
of Belford, Thomas’ missing companion. Tbe mur- 
derer’s trial has just been completed, and furnishes 
one of the most astounding chapters in criminal his- 
tory. Thomas confessed that he dealt Belford a blow 
on the back of the head with an axe, nearly cleaving 
the skull in twain. He then hitched a yoke of oxen to 
the murdered man’s bleeding body andthus bad it 
dragged into the pond for hiding. He intended to de- 
capitate his victim, but the latter stirred as the axe 
was descending. The two men had married sisters, 
and Thomas t!.ought that if he killed his brother-in- 
law both women would live with him. 

The mnost astounding { ..rt of the confession is yet to 
come, however. For years the county has been the 


| scene of murders, which were so mysteriously exe- 


cuted that their perpetrator was not detected. Thomas’ 

story unlocks them all. When the prisoner was 12 
years of age his mother left him one day in charge of 
his younger brother, while she went toa neighboring 
plantation to work. Vexed at the child’s persistent 
crying, Thomas beat out its brains with a billet of 
wood and eremated the body in the open fireplace on 
a pile of blazing logs. When the mother returned and 
inquired after the child’s whereabouts the young mur- 
derer pointed tothe sickening, odoriferous sight in the 
fireplace, and said : 

“There is the son of ab——. He bothered me, and 
I killed him and threw him into the fire.”’ 

The mother fainted, but parental love saved the 
criminal by hiding the crime. . In. 1871 Thomas out- 
raged a mulatto girl of 14 years, and after cutting her 
throat with a large bladed pocketknife buried the 
body in the woods, where it remained secreted until 
two years later, when some wvodsmen came across the 
mound, and on digging it up found thegir)’s crumbling 
remains. In 1873 Thomas literally cut Enoch Dawson, 
another colored man, into bits wits a knife, and nar- 
rowly escaped hanging for this crime. He was ar- 
rested and tried, but through the shrewdness ot his 
lawyer was acquitted by the jury, many of whom were 
negroes and were influenced by race prejudice. In 
1878 he chopped off a man’s arm, and, though the vic- 
tim is still living, Thomas escaped punishment. 

For the murder of Beltord the criminal @scapes with 
a life sentence to the chain gang, but his desperate na- 
ture makes the completion ot the sentence rather 
doubiful, as he will probably effect an escape, unless 
he loses his life in the attempt. The leniency of the 
sentence excites unfavorable comment. anda visit from 
Judge Lynch would not be surprising.

A divorce case in Tarrytown, N. Y., has brought 
out the fact that a prominent botel keeper got literally 
into hot water by his too marked attention to another 
man’s wife. The little episode occurred on Sunday 
evening, Nov. 18. The outraged and indignant hus- 
band in the case is Mr. John Costello, of the firm of 
Shanahan & Costello, and the gay Lothario is Mr. 
James Shelley. 

Mr. Costello’s account of the affair, given to a report- 
er, is as follows: 

“Hearing voices within as I was about to enter my 
house,” said Mr. Costello, “I listened-and heard my 
wife say sweetly: 

** ‘Ob, Jim, you’re a ducky darling. I wonder where 
Jack is,the beggar! J wish he'd stay away. altogeth- 
er.’ 

“This was enough to set my passions leaping,” con- 
tinued Mr. Costello, ‘‘and rushing into the house I 
found Shelly seated in a large armchair, with my wife 
in hisembrace. Her head rested quite gracefully on 
his shoulder and they were looking into each others’ 
eyes like turtle doves, when I interrupted their fun.’ 

Mr. Costello added that he ran to the kitchen and 
found a kettle ot water boiling on the stove. Grasping 
it he flew back to theroom where he had surprised his 
wife and found her coolly bidding Shelley an aflection- 
ate good-night. Raising the kettle he dashed its con- 
tents over the pair. 

Mr. Shelley, it is said, was not much scalded. and 
gently thrusting the unfaithful wife aside he pitched 
into Mr. Costello and gave bim athrashing. Mr Shel- 
ley. it is further alleged. then escaped from the house, 
as did the fair one, and ran up the street pursued by 
the infuriated husband, who bad gathered friends as he 
bowled along, and they joined him in tbe chase.'

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FOUR VICTIMS, 


A Wealthy Farmer ot Michigan and his Family 
Slaughtered. 





A terrible tragedy occuried at Barton, a small town 
about seven miles southwest of Jackson, Mich., on 
Nov. 21, Jacob D. Crouch, a wealthy farmer, living in 
tue place, was found dead in his bed. A farm band, 
who was out all night, made the discovery when be 
returned in the morning. <A search of the house re- 
vealed the tact that Mrs. Enniel White, the old man’s 
daughter, his son-in-law, Henry White,and a cattle 
drover, Moses Palley, had also been murdered. The 
bodies were all found in bed perforated with bullets. 
here was not the slightest sign of a struggle about 
the premises, and the household valuables were un- 
touched. 

It appears that Moses Palley, the cattle drover, had 
heenin the habit of coming to this portion ef Michigan 
tu purchase cattle, and usually brought with him large 
sums of money. He reached here yesterday, and 
while here displayed considerable money. It was 
known that be had over $5,000 on his person. The 
only plausible theory of the murder is that the mur- 
derers witnessed the display of money yesterday, and 
followed Palley to Barton, ard committed the terrible 
crime to aid them in securing the money. Palley was 
a personat friend of Crouch, and stopped witb him for 
the night. The crime has created the most intense 
excitement 2ver Known in that-region of thecountry. 

Crouch was 74 years old, his daughter was 33 years 
old, Henry White was 38 years old. and Palley was 26 
years old, All had.been shot through the head, just 
behind the ear. . It is supposed that they had-been 
chloroformed first, as no signs of a struggle appeared, 
ach victim lying as if asleep, and the odor of chloro- 
form was noticeable when the bodies were discovered. 
Mrs. Whice was also shot through the leftarm, Noclew 
to the perpetrators of the butchery has been discov- 
ered, although tracks around the house indicate thata 
guard was placed on watch while the terrible tragedy 
was being enacted within. Mr. Crouch was,owner of 
un extensive sheep ranch in Texas. It is hamored 
that he had just. received about $5,000 from Texas in: 


payment of sales made on the ranch. The bankers 4 ; 


here state that no money was deposited with them by 
Mr Crouch, and it is presumed the money referred to 
was in Mr. Crouch’s possession. P lley bad just come 
from Texas with the $5,000 mentioned, for the purpose 
of buying blooded stock. One theory. is that Palley 
was followed from Texas by the murderer or murder- 
ers for the purpose of robbery. 

A young girl, an adopted daughter of Mr. White, and 
and an 18-year old negro, who v.ere sleeping in apart- 
iments up stairs, Say they beard no firing, although the 
negro says he heard a thumping.noise about the middle 
of the night, and thouzht it was causcd by a fierce 
wind which was blowing at the time. Hundreds of 
persons have flocked to the scene of the murders, 

Mr. Crouch was worth about $2,000,000. He owned 
property in Jackson county and sheep ranches near 
Fort Worth, Tex. He leaves two sons and a daughter. 
A pocketbook containing $105 and a certificate of de- 
posit for $500 was found on a window sill in Mr. 
White’s room. An empty box, which had contained 
cartridges of 32-calibre, was found in Boles’ room. 
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FLEEING JAIL BIRDS. 


Thomas Blake and Edward Goehring, both noted 
thteves, made their escape from the Riverside peniten- 
tiary, near Pittsburg, Pa., some time during the night 
of N ov.19. The plans for escape were prepared so 
quietly and carried out so skilfully that the absence 
ot Blake was not discovered until 1 o’clock the next 
morning, while the officers were in ignorance of Goeh- 
rimg’s departure unt}] several hours later. It is be- 
lieved that there was an understanding between Blake 
an@‘Goehring, and that the latter, who was a hall boy, 
made useoft the slight freedom allowed him to prepare 
fur their escape. Goehring had his cell just as the 
other prisoners, but was never locked up at night 
until the prisoners were supplied with water, which 
is about the last thing done before the officers go oft 
watch. From his position he could have more oppor- 
tunity to see how an escape could be accomplished, 
end, as the result shows, made good use of his time.

Wilkesbarre and vicinity hast just been startled by 
the news of the disappearance of a young girl under 
circumstances that leave little doubt of foul play.

On the 
morning of the 19th ult. Annie Milligan. about 18 years 
of age, residing in Mill Hollow, asuburb of this city, 
was, sent by her father to Kingston, three miles distant, 
to pay some. bills. She carried over $65 in money. 
Though so youxg she had often been sent on similar 
errands. She reached Kingston in safety, paid some 
ot the bills, and started home with about $20 still in her 
possession. Ween last seen she was.walking down the 
road to Mill Hollow. Late inthe afternoon, alarmed 
at her prolonged ahsence, her father came to Kingston, 
and on learning the facts, started with some friends to 
look for her.

It has been the scene of robber- 
ies and assaults, and upon a bridge which she would 
have to cross the atrocious murder of John Clear was 
perpetrated a few days before t the girl's disnnpearance.

James Fell, champion middleweight of Rich 
Hill, Mo., was born in Cumberland, England, 
April 2, 1855. His first appearance in the ring 
was with Bill Iley, in the year of 1873, for a sum 
of money. The fight took place at Leed Gate, 
England, which fight he won in sixteen rounds, 
lasting forty minutes. His next battle was in 
1881, when he fought Sam Griffes for £5 a side. 
The fight lasted one hour and thirty minutes 
and ended in adraw. Hecame to Amcrica in 
October, 1881, and setiled at Rich Hill, Mo. He 
again entered the ring with Bill Grady in the 
beginning of the year 1882, who he defeated in 
five rounds, the fight lasting thirty minutes. 
In the same year he fought Jack McLaughlin, 
and won, the fight only lasting four rounds, in 
fifteen minutes. His next fight was with Tom 
MeManus, for $100 a side, in Kansas, the fight 
lasting twenty minutes, eight rounds being 
fought, when Fell punished his opponent so 
severely that he could not come to time. fIc 
afterwards fought Hugh McManus for $20) a 
side. The fight lasted one hour and forty 
minutes, and McManus won on a foul, although 
Fell’s friends claim that he fairly won the fight, 
as McManus would notstand upto fight. Fell 
is anxious to meet McManus again, and calls on 
him to cover the deposit now lying in the 
POLICE GAZETTE Office to back up the challenge.

O. Breed, of this city, who is well known all 
over New England as a heavyweight athlete, did put 
up fairly from the shoulder a dumbbell weighing 50 
pounds 60 times in succession, pushed up each time, 
not jumped up, thus beating Mr. G. M. Robinson's 
great record, made in 1875. This performance is bona 
jide, you may depend.” Breed’s performance now 
gives him thetwo best records at dumbbell lifting feats. 
On Dec. 2, 1882, Breed accomplished a still greater feat. 
He litted a 5044-pound dumbbell fairly from the floor, 
with his right hand only, 1,000 times in 9m 40s ; 2,000 
times in 19m 23s; 3,000 times in 29m 23s; 4,000 times in 
39m 50s; 5,000 times in 52m 20s; 6,000 times in 1h 7m, 
and 7,000 times in ih 20m 20s. 


A SLASHING prize fight was decided near 
Trenton N. J.,on Nov. 20. The principals were Patsy 
Scullion, of Trenton, and Jimmy Golden of Philadel- 
phia. The pugilists fought with bare knuckles, Lon- 
don prize ring rules, tor a $100 purse. Scullion’s seconds 
were his brother, Thomas Scullion, and William Alli- 
bone, both of Trenton, and those ot Golden were 
Jimmy Ryan and Andy Hanley, of Philadelphia, 
Golden is the elder of the two, but ofa lighter weight’ 
than Scullion. The latter turned the beam at 164 
pounds. Scullion, after a few heavy blows, would 
grapple with his antagonist, and the remainder of the 
round would consist ot half-arm fighting and wrestling. 
Cheers went up as Scullion would pound Golden about 
the body and-fell him tothe ground. The Trenton- 
ians were wild with delight, and bets of two to one on 
their favorite were freely offered with but few takers. 
Up tothe twenty-ninth round Scullion had the best 
of the fight, but after that he showed signs of weak- 
ness, wherupon Golden forced the fighting. Scullion’: 
right hand was disabled, and his tace was badly pun- 
ished. Golden directed bis blows at the face of his op- 
ponent, generally with telling effect. Golden’s vody 
about the ribs and breast was black and blue before 
the end of the fight. He was bette. trained than Scul- 
lion, and in the sixty-fifth round, a‘ter fighting for an 
hour and: half, the contest closed unexpectedly by 
Golden being disqualified fora foul, and Scullion was 
declared the victor. In that round Scullion dropped 
on his knees, when Golden, swinging his arm around, 
hit him a whack on the upper lip. ‘Foul! Foul !” 
was the cry all around, and the referee decided such 
was the case. The Philadelphians objected, but as 
they were outnumbered the fight was declared ‘in 
favor of the Trez.ton slugger. The crowd then iis- 
persed, the Philadelphians being much disgruni.ed, 
The bruisers were taken home, Scullion showing his 
punishment on the tace and Golden about the body.

The prize fight for a purse of 890 offered by 
Harry Webb, the noted sporting man, was decided 
in the “Police Gazette’ Palace (late Carbonate Theatre) 
early this morning. 
witness the mill. The pugilists fought according to 
the Marquis of Queensberry rulestoa finish. Great 
interest was manifested in the aftair, and Haley was 
| backed heavily by the fire department. Joe Kerr,a 
| noted and responsible sporting man, was chosen ref- 

sree. Both men had been in the ring before, Walling 

having fought Bryan Campbell in West Virginia, in 
| June, 1882, for $1,000, and Haley won the championship 
| of Colorado by battling tor it. Paddy Golden seconded 
; Haley, while Gower Richards attended Walling. 
| Butch Leo was timekeeper. After the preliminaries 

were 2il arranged, and the pugilists entered the ring, 

the betting was $50 to $100n Haley, who appeared to 
| be in the best condition. On time being called the 
men did not indulge in any sparring but fought furious 
and fast. Walling after two minutes’ fighting fair- 
ly demonstrated the fact that be out classed Ha- 
| ley. He punished him severely and had decided- 
| ly the best of the first round, which lasted 4m 
| and 30s. On the second round Haley forced the 
' fighting and tried to rush Walling, but the latter 
| landed several heavy blows on Haley’s face. and again 
showed his superiority. After four minutes’ hard fight- 
ing the round ended, and both pugilists showed signs 
of beavy punishment. Aiter one minute rest the men 
again faced each other. Haley’s friends, principally 
members of the Denver and Leadville Fire Depari- 
ment, still backed him, trusting that he would turn 
the tables. Walling was fast gaining admirers, and 
they were eager in their desire to back their cham- 
pion. In the third round Haley made a desperate 
effort to equalize matters, but Walling outfought him. 
In the tourth round Walling went in, by the advice of 
his seconds, to defeat Haley, who was beginning to 
| tire. and it was plain that he could not fight much 
longer. Wallirg fought him all over the ring, and 
several times he tried to win by g foul. Walling 
finally fought him-to a standstill, and he fell without a 
blow. Walling’s second claimed a foul. and the 
referee, without any hesitation, awarded the fighi to 
Walling. After the referee gave his decision there was 
an immense uproar, and Haley’s ir'ends were loud i1 
theirdenunciations of the decision, Dut al ..ough it was 
severe it was a just one.
